Pittsburg, April 22.—The _§ strike of 
pchool children against 8S. L. Hester, 
ms superintendent of the city’s public 
Bechool system, spead rapidly” today, 
and resulted in one death. A little 
girl was run down by a stret car and 
Kkilied during one of the demonstra- 
tions. 

Beginning yesterday, when hun- 
dreds of children remained away. from 
gechool as a protest against Heeter, 
who last Friday was acquitted by :; 
jury of two serious charges preferred 
by a female domestic employed at 
his home, the strike gained great pro- 
portions today. In all parts of the 
city thousands of school children 
paraded the streets, tieing up traffic 
at a number of busy points. Police 
reserves were called out to maintain 
order. 

To Probe Charges of Immorality. 

Late in the afternoon when the 
demonstrations of the children had 
ceased, the Pittsburg board of educa- 
tion held a meeting at which a com- 
mittee of seven prominent men was 
asked to investigate the various al- 
leged charges of immorality against 
Superintendent Heeter. The commit- 
tee follows:

One little girl was 
run over and killed by a street car 
during. the excitement occasioned by 
one of the parades. Charles McCool, 
aged 35, was arrested in front of a 
school building and charged with dis- 
orderly conduct. He Is alleged to 
have been attempting to prevent chil- 
dren from entering , school. Will 
Slater, aged 67, was taken into cus- 
tody charged with Xneciting riot.

Mr. Oates Tuesday inserted in The 
Atlanta Journal an advertisement of- 
fering reward for information leading 
to the whereabouts of either Delolons 
No names were given 
in the ad, but the husband admits its 
authorship. He stated to a reporter 
for The Constitution last night that he 
believed his wife had gone to Chicago, 
where she has been offered a place in 
the cast of an operatic troupe.

President Wilson's telegram to Gov- 
ernor Johnson follows: 

“TI speak upon the assumption, which 
I am sure is well founded, that. the 
people of California do not desire their 
representatives—and that their repre- 
sentatives do not wish or intend—in 
any circumstances to embarrass. the 
government of the United States In its 
dealings with a nation with whom it 
has most earnestly and _ cordially 
sought to maintain relations of genu- 
ine friendship and good will, and that 
least of all do they desire to do anvy- 
thing that might impair, treaty obliga- 
tions or cast a doubt upon the honor 
and good faith of the nation and its 
government. 

“T therefore appeal with the utmost 
confidence to the people, the governor 
and the legislature of California to 
act in the matter now under consider- 
ation in a manner that cannot from 
any point of view be fairly challenged 
or called in question. If they deem it 
necessary to exclude all aliens who 
have not declared their intentions to 
become citizens from the privileges of 
land ownership they can do so along 
lines already followed in the laws of 
many of the other states and of many 
foreign countries, including Japan her- 
self.

The Engineer Who First Proposed to 
Harness Niagara. 


By E. J. Edwards. 

(Copyfight, 1913, for The Constitution.) 

When in 1897 the late Lord Kelvin, in his 
day the foremost man of science in Great 
Britain, possibly #h the world, visited the 
United States, partly for tne purpose of In- 
specting the wonderful engineering and 
mechanical work at Niagara Falls by means 
of which some of the energy of the Niagara 
river is converted into 
electrical force, he 
spoke of the daring and 
magnificent conception 
of the late William 
Rankine which had 
materialized into these 
colossal works. 

Lord Kelvin shared 
the view taken by 
many persons that tc 


Mr. Rankine was due 

credit of having plan- 

ned and actually pro- 

moted the construc- 

tion of this greatest 

electrical plant in the 

world. In the spring of 

1892 a group consisting E. J. Edwards. 
of men of science and business men met 
at Niagara Falls. The beginning of 
this great work was at that time 
under way, and these able men assembled 
on the brink of the Niagara river to view 
the work at its very start. At that time Mr. 
Rankine was congratulated because he, 4 
young lawyer of the city of Niagara Falls, 
should have pictured forth in his imagina- 
tion the capture of the Niagara river, and 
should have been permitted to see the man- 
ner in which sclence had made that capture. 

Recently Mr. Robert M. Myers, a proml- 
nent citizen of Rochester, N. Y., informed 
me that although Mr. Rankine was well 
worthy of recognition tn his share in this 
great work, nevertheless the inception vf 
the idea, so far as the recognition of it is 
concerned, is due to another man. 

Mr. Myers told me that the plan of har- 
nessing some portion of the great waterfalls 
at Niagara was first conceived by a civil en- 
gineer of Rochester, N. Y., whose name was 
Thomas “Evershed. 

It was while 
Niagara Falls for 
some years before the organization of the 
company for the exploiting of the Niagara 
river waterpower that Mr. Evershed's atten- 
tion was called to the opportunity for utillz- 
ing, through the use of electricity, some 
portion of the stupendous energy of the 
Niagara river. 

“Mr. Evershed impressed 
with the feasibility of this plan,” said Mr. 
Myers, “that he prepared an article for pub- 
which he called attention to the 
waste power at Niagara and in which he 
showed how this power could be captured 
and that, too, without noticeable diminution 
of the amount of water that poured over the 
Niagara precipice. 

“Some of the leading citizens of Niagara 
Falls,” Mr. Myers continued, “arranged for a 
meeting with Mr. Evershed. He appeared 
and set forth his plan in great detail. There- 
upon it was decided to organize a company, 
and Mr. Evershed was employed to draw up 
plans. So greatly impressed were some of 
the men of capital that they sent a repre- 
sentative to England to secure the 
capital with which to begin the work. 

“This man spent nearly two years in 
England, and was compelled to return to 
the United States without having accom- 
plished anything. The Brittsh capitalists did 
not .pay the slightest heed to the proposi- 
tion. é 

“Mr. Rankine was the son of an Episcopal 
clergyman of Geneva, New York, who was 
studying law in the office of Augustus Por- 
ter, of Niagara Falls. He was tremendously 
impressed with the plan advocated by Mr. 
Evershed. He thereupon started out to 
secure options upon the property adjacent to 
the Niagara river. That very im- 
portant step. With these options he was 
able to secure the interest of Mr. J. P. Mor- 
gan and others, and they agreed to finance 
the building of the tunnel This tunnel was 
upon the original of Mr. 
Evershed. Mr. Evershed, however, did not 
live long enough to see the completed tun- 
nel. He was the man who conceived the 
Niagara Falls proposition. Mr. Rankine was 
the man who was able to secure the interest 
of capital. To these two men belong the 
honor which its associated with the creation 
of the gigantic plant at 
Falls.”’

The World’s Mysteries | 


WHO WAS 
JOHN PAUL JONES? 


The romance that clings to the whole 
career of John Paul Jones dates even from 
his birth. It is not generally remembered 
that Jones was not his real name, but he 
adopted this in after years. He was born 
John Paul, at least, if most historians are 
correct. But there is a doubt in the minds 
of many as to whether he really was the son 
of the Highland gardener in whose thatched 
cottage he spent the first twelve years of his 
life. 

In a recent life of “The Sailor Whom 
England Feared,” Mr. Crawford, the author, 
says: “Mystery surrounds his origin with 
inpenetrable veil. Even Benjamin Franklin, 
staid old Quaker though he was, felt the 
strange fascination of his inscrutable per- 
sonality.” 

Fact and fiction have become so inex- 
tricably mixed in regard to his tempestuous 
career, that Mr.-Crawford encountered great 
difficulty in his efforts to sift the false from 
the true in the new life which he has just 
given to the world. He has discovered a 
great many facts which would go to show 
that Jones could not have been of such hum- 
ble birth. The generally accepted story Is 
that John Paul saw the light of day in the 
little fishing village of Arbigland, in one of 
the outlying cots. That his father was a 
poor man, half gardener, half fisherman, and 
that his mother was of Highland stock, and 
it is said that from her he inherited the 
fighting spirit that meant so much to the 


country of his adoption in its struggle for 
liberty—that fiery Celtic strain to be traced 
in many a man whose name shines bright 
on the pages of American history. If this 
new historian has found a doubt that the 
Pauls were his parents, he has not been 
able to go any further into the mystery as 
to their identity, not even with as much as 
a clew. 

If there is mystery connected with his 
birth, there is just as much regarding his 
death and burial, and the recent exhuming 
of his body and its being brought with naval 
honors to this country to be interred at An- 
napolis. 

Before going into the mystery of his 
exhuming, it might be well to say how he 
came by his name. John Paul's brother was 
adopted by a Virginia planter by the name 
of Jones, and when the foster father died he 
left his estate to his adopted son. When 
John’s brother died he left this estate and 
the name to the younger brother. Thus ina 
day John Paul became John Paul Jones. 

When Paul Jones died in France the event 
passed unnoticed in America, strange to say. 
Neither did we know where he was buried. 
A humble friend of his later days left a 
record of his burial place for use in case, as 
he said, “America should ever desire to per- 
form her duty to oné to whom she owed the 
most.” 

But was this friend correct as to the 
burial spot? When General Horace Porter 
was American ambassador to France, after a 
long search, he found what was alleged to 
be the body of Jones, wonderfully preserved 
in a leaden casket filled with alcohol. To set 
all further doubts at rest in his mind he 
found that the measurements of the body 
compared exactly with those in the posses- 
sion of the navy department. 

America sent a naval squadron across 
the seas to escort home the body of, the long 
dead hero. France paid great offigal honor 
to this man, who, a century ago, had fought 
with distinction under many flags. When 
the body reached this country it was received 
with much pomp and ceremony and con- 
ducted to the cradle of the American navy, 
Annapolis. 

But there is a doubt in the minds of many 
as to whether it is actually the body of the 
great naval hero, which until recently has 
lain neglected under the stairway in the 
Annapolis Naval academy. It will shortly 
be entombed in a proper crypt, but there will 
ever remain a mystery a® to who actually 
was John Paul, and whether the body to 
whom s0 much honor has been paid is that 
of the famous commander of the “Bon 
Homme Richard.”

Department of Justice Decides 
Hawthorne and Morton Must 
Serve Third of Sentences. 


Washington, Apri] 22.—Jullan Haw- 
thorne and Dr. Willlam J, Morton, 
convicted of misuse of the mails and 
the Atlanta penitentiary 
awaiting parole, will not be eligible 
for release until] they actually have 
served one-third of their sentences in 
prison, which wil] be the latter part of 
July. This decision wag reached to- 
day by the department of justice. 

In sentencing Hawthorne and Mor- 
ton to one year and a day last March 
the trial judge made the sentence 
date from the beginning of their 
trials, November 25. They entered 
the penitentiary on March 24 under 
the belief that they would be eligible 
for parole on March 25, as one-third 
of the sentence had then expired. The 
department of justice holds that a 
prisoner must actually serve one-third, 
of his sentence. 

Dr. Morton, it was learned tonight, 
has applied for a pardon, Which is now, 
under consideration by the department 
of justice.

Two Countries Rapidly Drifting 
to War—Montenegro Still 
Defying the Powers.

ing to an official report issued at Cet- 
tinje, is immient. 

There is no confirmation of the story 
from Trieste that owing to the ex- 
haustion of food the commander of 
Scutari Is endeavoring to negotiate for 
its surrender, but a Belgrade dispatch 
'says the Montenegrins still have all 
ithe Servian heavy artillery before 
Secutari and are employing it in their 
present attack, although the Servian 
‘troops have either left or are leaving 
that district. It is stated that Monte- 
negro endeavoring to arrange with 
Servia for the purchase of this artil- 
lery. 

It is supposed that the Montenegrin

VIRTUE NOT DEPENDENT 


UPON THE PAY OF GIRLS 


So Reports Philadelphia Vice! 


Commission—Problem More 
of Men Than of Women. 


Philadetphia, April 
that the “problem is more of men than 
of women” and that 
support for the idea that prostitution 
roots in low wages is found in a study 
of the annual wage incomes of men 
rather than statistics of the weekly 
wages of young girls’ the vice com- 
mission appointed nearly a year ago 
by Mayor Blankenburg, in its report 
made public tonight, makes Known 
the results of its investigations aud 
urges enforcement of present laws 
and enactment of other legislation 
to provide for the punishment of all 
those who benefit by commercialized 
vice. 

The which is composed 
twenty-one prominent men and 
including clergymen, physl- 
heads of reformatory 

settlement workers, 
appends to the report numerous sta- 
tistics secured by their investigators. 

The report urges the appointment 
of a permanent commission to utilize 
the information obtained and make ef- 
fective recommendations of the com- 
mission, which include care and edu- 
cation of children, establishment of 
social service departments in stores, 
manufacturing establishments and 
other places having a large number 
of employees, and the strict supervis- 
ion of places of amusement and op- 
poses the policy of segregation. 

Public parks, dance halls, moving 
picture shows and other amusement 
centers are breeding places of vice, the 
commission declares. 

Commenting upon statistics obtained 
showing that out of 2598 women ques- 
tioned by one investigator, 125 entered 
an immoral life because of inadequate 


commission,

clans, lawyers, 
institutions and 


support; 44 because of lack of recrea- 
tion, and 89 because of lack of super- 
vision and demoralizing surroundings, 
the report says “that so large a pro- 
portion of them deliberately sold thelr 
virtue at the start because of inade- 
Quate wages, we utterly disbelieve. A 
normal woman values her honor as she 
does her life, and it casts an unwar- 
ranted aspersion on the thousands of 
young women who fill our factories, 
shops and department stores, even to 
that their virtue is dependent 
upon their pay. TNe direct source of 
this gain is lack of self-restraint, due 
largely to improper home surround- 
ings and early training.” 

In declaring that “the strongest sup- 
port for the idea that prostitution 
roots in low wages is found in a study 
of the annual wage incomes of men, 
rather than statistics of the weekly 
wage of young girls,’’ the commission 
says. “We cannot too strongly voice 
our conviction that prostitution Is 
Chiefly a family and community, not 
an individual, responsasjbility. Large 
groups of men in Philadelphia earn 
annually a Wage about $200 below the 
amount estimated as a living wage in 
this city for a family of five. Such a 
fail status insures deterioration 
physically and socially for the indi- 
Vidual and for the family as a unit so- 
Cilal group. Exceptions to this truth 
are negligible.”

Interest was rife beforehand alike 
over Freida Hempel’s first appearance 
and Amato’s return after two years, 
and both received ovations which wer2 
tributes both to their art and their per- 
sonality. 

The role of Violetta has long been a 
coloratura test, and Hempel’s singing 
of it sets a high standard of how it 
should be done.
